The importance of the British naval victory today lies in the fact that the British fleet, in its daring 
raid, passed behind Germany's heavily-armed outpost on Heligoland Isiand and engaged the German 
fleet guarding the mouth of the Elbe and the entrance to the Kiel eanal. 

The British fleet had evidently tired of waiting for the German navy to come out into the open and 
fight, and planned the daring raid into the heart of the German squadrons clustering under the shelter 
of the guns of the fortress of Heligoland. There would be nothing untoward in such a vietory by the 
first cruiser squadron against the German ships of the Mainz and Koln class, if fought in the open, the 
battle cruisers of the first squadron being infinitely more powerful and speedy. Jt was in the sudden 
rush in the dark into the Bight of Heligoland—the swift, unerring stroke, under the very muzzles of 
the shore guns and the smashing of the panic-stricken cruisers and destroyers that the glory of the 
vietory lay. 

The entenprise carried out by Vice Admiral Beatty is characteristic of this youthful, dashing sea 
fighter. Beatty’s career is marked with such enterprises, though by the nature of conditions of smaller 
importance, and in carrying out this plan the vice admiral fully justified the confidence of his superiors 
shown in his recent promotion, 

The battle cruisers engaged are the finest of their type in the world, The Queen Mary, the Lion and 
th Princess Royal are ships of the same class—the last word in modern battle cruisers of 27,900 tons 
displacement, a speed of 28 knots, an armament of eight 13.5 guns, sixteen four-inch and four 3 
pounders, and a complement of 980'men. The New Zealand, the gift of that dominion to the imperial 
navy, is a somewhat smaller cruiser of 18,800 tons, with a speed of 25 knots, a complement of 780 men, 
and an armament of eight 12-inch and sixteen 4-inch guns. Her part in this first big naval encounter is 
the first actual aid from the dominions overseas to the empire. 

There were, of course, the usual smaller fry with the squadron and the details of the encounter will 
be awaited with interest. The speedy protected crujser Mainz was one of four of her class. Her eom- 
plement was 380 officers and men. In her armament she carried twelve four-inch guns. The other Ger- 
man cruisers mentioned as sunk were not very powerful vessels, but the faet that the British navy over- 
reached the guns of Heligoland will have a far-reaching effect, and has rudely disturbed the belief of the 
German fleet in the protection afforded it by shore guns. The moral effeet will also be great, and will 
relieve the monotony of the ‘‘watchful waiting’’ around the doors of the German navy’s retreat 

Rear Admiral Sir David Beatty commanded the British forees, consisting of a strong array of tor 
pedo boat destroyers, battie ernisers and light submarines. The protected cruiser Mainx was sent to the 
bottom in an engagement with the light cruiser squadron, while the battle squadrons sank another eruiser 
of the Koeln class. In the general fighting two of the German destroyers were riddled and sank, 
while many others were badly damaged. One cruiser, battle scarred and on fire, drifted away in the 
mist and was lost sight of, 

The British cruiser squadron, according to the semi-official report of the battle, although attacked 
by submarine boats and menaced by floating mines and the guns from the German warships, suffered no 
serious losses. The scout cruiser Amethyst and the torpedo boat detroyer Laertes were both damaged, 
but all the ships in the British fleet were afloat to the end of the engagement, The British loss of life 
was not great, 

Only the strategists expected the British squadron on guard to take the offensive. The amateurs 
long ago decided that the squadron would simply Wait, content to keep the Germans bottled up, and 
prepared to attack them when they attempted a sortie 

But apparently the British got word that the time was favorable and delivered a blow, the light 
cruisers and battle cruisers supporting the destroyers, which were attended by submarines, And every 
one that went into the engagement came out undcr its own steam.
